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GRAIN PROBLEMS 
CONSIDERED 


Prof. MeGibbon Delivered 
Address on Marketing at’ 
Kiwanis Club . 


On Tuesday evening the Kiwanians 
of the city had a delightful luncheon, 
when Kiwanian Bill ‘Karr gave a cou- 
ple of side- splitting | ‘stunts and Prof. 
McGibbon, professor of political econ- 
‘omy of the University of Alberta gave 
an address on the “Grain Marketing 
Probelms of Alberta.” The professor 
was a member. of the Turgeon grain 
commission and he mentioned some 
of the different phases of the grain 
vusiness as it is handled by both. the 
large corporations and the small deal- 
er. The Alberta wheat is acknowledg- 
ed to be the best inthe prairie pro- 
vinces and. the European millers are 
prepared to pay a premium. for it. It 
should be handled in such a way. that 
it will be standardized: and. will be 
given the same grade by the differ- 
ent .people who have anything to do 
with it. : 

He referred briefly to the weiguts 
and measures act and to the Canada 
Graia act, and explained some sec- 
tions of the latter. He also spoke of 
the treatment some of the mixing 
houses give to. the higher quality 
grades, <A large volume of the wheat 
shipped to the big Minneapolis mills 
is sent to the Huropean market in the 
form of flour, where it is. placed in 
competition with the product of this 
eountry. The professor was of the 
opinion that In twenty-five years the 
U.S. would be an importing nation, 
and when that time came there would 
be a great demand acroés the line for 
the wheat of the prairie provinces. 

Prof. McGibbon also referred to the 
transportation problems, He thought 
all Alberta grain should go out via 
the Pacific route, but the elevator 
facilities there were not sufficient at 
the present-time to bandle the volume 
of wheat produced here. The price 
is based on the Fort William prices, 
but this will likely soon be remedied 


to handle a larger percentage of the 
crop. The Alberta wheat should also 
be given a premium at the western 
coast on account of its high quality. 

The system of protein grading was 
the most scientific. This method of 
grading predominated the Minneapol- 
is market, but it would be very diffi- 
cult to establish owing to the differ- 
ent handlings in this country. 

The professor closed by advocating 
that more goods b2 brought into the 
prairies via the Pacific route, there- 
by giving more freight to the incom- 
ing vessels, as at the present time 
many of the freighters came to Van- 
couver empty to get the cargoes of 
wheat. If these vessels were loaded 
both ways, it would have a tendency 
to reduce the rates of transportation.

ADVANTAGES OF POOL 
CLEARLY OUTLINED 


The following is a report of an ad- 
dress given by» Lew. Hutchinson, a 
member of the Alberta Wheat Pool 
association, at Daysland recently: 

In his opening remarks Mr. Hutch- 
inson. stressed’ the importance of the 
individual «members ofthe pool tak- 
ing. an.active interest in all matters 
affecting the welfare of the pool, such 
as voting for officers, sending in data 
asked for by the executive, etc. He 
said that nothing was more dispnarag- 
ing to an executive than to find the 
membership losing interest. He said 
that when conventions (locally) or 
any other pool meetings are held, ev- 
ery member shold turn out, 
pointed cut that if only twenty per 
cent of the members turned out then 
the business of such a meeting devolv- 
ed itself upon these twenty per cent, 
who would not know what the: other 
eighty per cent desired in the way of 
constructive ‘business affecting the 
pool. 

The speaker referred to the cost of 
handling wheat last year, which, in 
spite of apparently heavy overhead 
expenses, had been only six-tenths of 
a cent a bushel, 

The speaker referred to the con- 
stant efforts of the old liane compan- 
jes in seeking to discredit the pool, 
citing one instance where it had been 
claimed that the pool had paid 2c less 
per bushel for wheat in 1925 than pri- 
vate companies had paid, on an aver- 
age. But the speaker was nor willing 
to concede ihut these figures were 
correct, as he. said, while figures do 
not lie, different people can do many 
different things with the samo set of 


private companies had sotight to do, 
always, was to show that the pool 
farmers are worse off than the non- 
pool farmers. But the speaker em- 
phasized the fact that the pool had 
become a powerful factor in stabiliz- 
ing prices, and referred to two or 
three farmers who felt certain that 
they had received 20 to 25 cents per 
bushel more for their wheat than they 
would have received had thére been 
no pool. Mr. Hutchinson asked his 
hearers not to forget that while the 
pool helped pool members, it also had 
an effect on the price paid by non- 
pool grain dealers, and he hoped that 
all non-pool farmers would join the 
pool and make it still stronger. 
Under the old system, the farmer 
sought a market for his grain and if 
there was none, he simply laid his 
grain dowa before the brokers, deal- 
ers and speculators, and they bought 
it at their own price, which price was 
governed by the one idea of specula- 
tion or futures. These brokers and 
speculators could not be blamed— 
they were asked to buy something for 
which there was no immediate mar- 
ket, and they complied with a univer- 
sal demand. The grain producer 
must provide some other system for 
financing his business, and put his 
commodity upon the market. This is 
the job the pool is undertaying, study- 
ing and attempting to master. The 
farmer has learned that when his 
wheat is too low priced to pay ex- 
penses, that raising more grain will 
not necessarily solve the difficully. 
Mr. Hutchinson pointed out and 
emphasized the fact that every or- 
ganization which had to do with the 
handling, cartage, marketing, or man- 
ufacturing of wheat had evolved, first 
of all, a careful system of accounting, 
cost finding and business sagacity, so 
that after all expenses had been met, 
there was a reasonable margin of 
profit left for the operators, no mat- 
ter what sort of operation it was. The 
farmer has not done this, but relies 
on all these other subsidiary compan- 
ies to take their toll first, and then 
hand the farmer what was left, If 
any. The farmer, then finding that 
his year's operations did not pay ex- 
penses, resolved to dig harder the 
next year, still continuing to dump

Warm praise 
for officials and members of: the staff 
is contained in each of the four re- 
ports, 

Attention is drawn by the board 
to the necessity for some action to 
prevent the marriage and procreation 
of mental dofectivos and patients dis- 
charged from institutions for the in- 
sane in a definite manner, and educa- 
tion of the public along these lines is 
urged.

ADDRESS ON YOUTH 
AND CITIZENSHIP 


(C. H. Russell Gives a Very 
_ Interesting Talk at Y.P. 
Banquet 


The Young People’s Society of the 
United Church enjoyed a very pleas- 
ant banquet in Wesley hall on Mon- 
day evening. There were about 40 
in attendance. 

The speaker for the occasion was 
Mr. C. H. Russell, and his subject 
was ‘Youth and Citizenship’. Mr. 
Russell introduced his subject by an 
interesting incident. In former years 
he was a school teacher, and one of 
his former pupils, James G. Gardiner. 
had risen to be premier of Saskatch- 
ewan. This, said the speaker, gave 
him a little confidence in undertaking 
the task set before him. 

Mr. Russell’s address was very much 
appreciated by the young people. He 
defined citizenship generally and said 
that it carried with it both privileges 
and duties. The privileges of being a 
citizen of Canada and the British Em- 
pire today were very great and set 
before the industrious, intelligent and 
enterprising: youth a wonderful door 
of opportunity. The duties were also 
great but would give life long satis- 
faction. He laid emphasis upon: 

1. Acquiring all possible knowledge 
of the governing bodies and the prob- 
lems and duties which confront them 
in actual practice at the present time. 

2. The need of becoming conver- 
sant with the parties (Liberal and 
Conservative) and to attach ourselves 
to either party, ag the individual by 
himself could accomplish little or 
nothing. 

8. That citizens should cast their 
vote and do it intelligently. 

4, That politicians and men who 
gave their time and life to the busi- 
ness of the nation were, with few ex- 
ceptions, worthy of the respect, good- 
will and support of the citizens. 

Mr. Rusell’s free and easy manner, 
his practical illustrations and well 
chosen words deeply impressed the 
young people. 

Other items on the program were 
a solo by Miss Vivian Millin, accom- 
panied by Miss Gwen Williamson with 
the piano and Mr. Wright on the vio- 
lin. Several popular songs were sung 
by all in chorus. The president, Mr. 
Donald Carlson, presided, Mr. Rob- 
ert Neilson moved a vote of thanks 
to the ladies and gentlemen who pro- 
vided the dainty refreshments, which 
was carried in a vociferous manner, 

The young people planned to meet 
onee a month during the spring 
months instead of once a week. The 
mectings will be held on Monday, 
April 12, May 8rd and June 7th, A 
program committee was appointed for 
each month, and they were recom- 
mended to remember the call of the 
great out-doors in fixing their  pro- 
grams,

FEEDING GEESE 
IN THE WINTER 


Geese and ducks require a large pro- 
portion of roughage in the ration, In 
the winter, says Dominion Assistant 
Pouliry Husbandman George Robert- 
son, this is best supplied by the use of 
clover hay and roots and in summer 
by grass. Breeders in’ the winter 
should be fed all the clover or alfalfa

WHY SHE CHOSE TO 
BE A FARMER'S WFIE 


(By Grace Willey Wakeman) 
Being a minister's daughter and 
spending most of my girlhood in a 
large town I have often been asked 
how I can content myself on a farm. 
People are usually surprised when 1 
answer that I always wanted to be a 
farmer's wife. To me a farm seems 
the ideal place for a home; the alto- 
gether {deal place for the rearing of 
children; far away from the troubles 
and tumult of a “sinful” world, Per: 
haps this attitude is the result of my 
childhood environment. Our home 
was ever the haven of sin sick souls 
who sought my father’s sympathy and 
prayers, and too often we children 
heard more than was good for us. So 
I grew up with. the impression that 
the world was just one heaving mass 
of sin and woe and the sooner one 
got out of it the better. 
Later I realized, of course, that be- 
ing of an especially sensitive nature 
T had dwelt too much upon the dark 
side of things. Therefore, | had to 
teach myself to see the dark cloud’s 
“silver lining’; “to trace the rainbow 
through the rain’; to scent the dais- 
jes beyond the pig sty. This was a 
full sized Job and when at last I learn- 
ed that lesson, I changed from a deii- 
cate, lanky, immature girl to healthy 
womanhood, 
Then it was I determined that in 
so far as possible my children should 
be reared in an atmosphere of truth 
and beauty, and where can that be 
found if not on a woodland farm? 
“Where trees and flowers and birds 
abound, 

Where a sparkling lake and a mur- 
muring creek 

Teaches strength and beauty and the 
love of God,’ 

We may not acquire riches as rap- 
idly on our Httle woodland farm four- 
teen miles from town, but what are 
riches for if not to supply the where- 
withal to obtain happiness, and if we 
can find happiness in a little log house 
by a rippling lake, why worry? 

It is a selfish life we are living, you 
may think, but no; we are laying the 
foundation of our children’s lives, and 
we want it to be built upon bed rock. 
Upon the strength of natural simpli- 
city and high ideals. 

A very important feature of farm 
life, in my way of thinking, is) be- 
cause of the common interests of 
parents, The wife is able to under- 
stand and cooperate with her husband 
in the manner of the farm; whereas 
in the case of a lawyer or doctor the 
wife needs a certain amount of tech- 
nical education to keep pace with her 
husband's interests, Farm life pro- 
motes the perfect companionship of 
husband and wife. 

Also, the father is not obliged to 
leave home to work, he and the boys 
have an opportunity of becoming real 
comrades; if the father has sufficient 
wisdom to take advantage of it. 

On the other hand, what a wonder: 
ful opportunity for nature study exists 
to the farm reared child. With a little 
assistance’ from parents, how much 
real knowledge he may acquire, Know- 
ledge that will be of benefit to him 
through his whole life, for after all, 
itis upon natural laws that our whole 
civilization is based, 

Farm life is the most independent 
lite that T know of, Everything that 
is necessary for home consumption 
can be produced on the farm; meat, 
milk, butter, cheese, vegetables, 
honey, yes, and fruit. 1 am convinced 
that the time is not far distant wien 
the farmers of this midd.e west will 
grow theis own fruit, suen as apples, 
plums, cherries, ete. And to my way 
of thinking, there is nothing like pro- 
ducing your own food, then you know 
Just how good and wholesome it is. 

With the car, the phone, the radio, 
distance is no real handicap, ond, on 
the other hand, solitude may be had 
Thus our life 
on the farm may be just as small, 
Just as narrow, just as secluded; or 
Just as broad, just as free, just as 
sociable as we choose to make it.

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LAN. EFF ECTIVE AND 
SIMPLE CROW TRAP 


(By Frank L, Farley, Camrose) 

Crows have increased to extraor- 
dinary numbers during the past few 
years in Alberta. From the early 
nineties, the period during which our 
first settlers came too this country, 
until about the year 1918, the crow 
was not a common bird. Their num- 
bers remained fairly stationary dur- 
ing that period of years, A rapid ind 
crease has taken place, however, in 
the past seven years, and thousands 
may be seen jn the months, April to 
October, and in the same territories 
that were previously frequented by 
pairs only. The reason for their tre- 
mendous increase {8 apparently as 
great a mystery as was the deplor- 
able decrease and eventual disappear- 
ance of the Passenger Pigeon  be- 
tween the years 1875 and 1885. The 
question is naturally asked: ‘Why 
are thousands of crows now occupy- 
ing areas a few miles square, when 
ten years ago, the same area was the 
home of only one or two pairs ” 

Undoubtedly the crow has a place 
in the scheme of nature, and while 
many in a position to judge, consider 
him the greatest enemy of our song 
and game birds, few would like to 
see this bird exterminated, Immed- 
jate steps are necessary to check the 
present numbers of crows if we are 
to save our other useful birds from 
destruction, The damage by crows 
during the nesting season of our wild 
ducks, is well known. One Camrose 
farmer, Mr. Francois Adam, counted 
22 nests of ducks totally destroyed 
on his farm in one week. Many simi- 
lar charges have been made during 
the past few years and the loss thus 
occasioned among our game birds has 
become a serious matter. 

Various methods have heen adyo- 
cated to get rid of the crow; all have 
proved inadequate. In 1924 the pro- 
vincial government, under the depart- 
ment of agriculture, conducted a com- 
petition for the destruction of crows, 
magpies and gophers, and it was con- 
sidered a success although the crows 
were more numerous in 1925 than in 
any former year, Competitors — in- 
cluded farmers, sportsmen and school 
children, As a result of the campaign 
44,000 crows and magpies were killed 
and over 107,000 eggs destroyed. 
The casually list was in the propor- 
tion of 99 crows to one magple. 

The Northern. Alberta Game and 
Fish Protective League, an associa- 
tion of those interested in the conser- 
vation of game and fish in this sec- 
tion of weslern Canada, deserve cre- 
dit for their accomplishments along 
these lines, The league realizes the 
seriousness of the crow menace, and 
recommends the Australian crow trap 
and js encouraging its general use 
wherever the pest is proving destruc- 
tive. It is so simple that a ten-year- 
old boy can make and operate one. 

Materials necessary are: Four pop- 
lar posts, 7 feet long; six light poplar 
posts, 38 inehs thick, 6 feet long; 380 
feet of 72 inch poultry netting, sta- 
ples and a few nails. Set the four 
posts ip the ground one foot and six 
feet apart to form a square. Nail 
four of the small poles all round the 
top of the posts making a square 
frame. Across the top and near the 
centre, nail the other two poles 18 
inches part. Cover the four sides 
and the top with netting, leaving the 
18 inches uncovered for the crows to 
enter, The netting for the top should 
ye left six inches longer than neces- 
sary to reach the centre poles, and 
this should be bent down on both sides 
to prevent a crow from flying to open- 
ing to escape, Netting is fastened to 
frame with staples. Have a corner 
of the netting held on ground by 
sods or stones so as to get in and re- 
move crows, Use any dead animal or 
part of carrion for bait. Visit trap 
only at night with lantern to remove 
birds.

To those who :have never , given 
thought to the snbject, it. may seem 
Startling to leaxn .that san. has .two 
minds, a dual anentality in, constant 
correspondence to the Awo nervous 
systems found ith man. 

T. J. Hudson, Phd. LGOD.,:to whom 
we shal] refer :aften during the pre- 
sentation of ithese lessons, and who sis 
the author of «the “Law of Physic 
Phenomena,” ant .other ivery scienti- 
fic works, is responsible forithe above 
statement. 

All other authors admit :of two sets 
of faculties, and eter to they as the 
conscious and the swiconscious mind, 
or of the conscious und subcenscious 
mind, but no ene ‘has ever undertaken 
to define the nature of the :two ele- 
ments which constitute the dud) men- 
tality; nor bad the fest been duly 
recognized that the characteristics of 
ihe two minds are distinet from each 
other before Dr. Hudson, yet it is a

‘The subjective mind 
takes cognizance of its environment 
by means Judependent of the physical 
senses, -it perceives %y intuition, it 
is the seat of emotion and the store- 
house of memory. It performs _ its 
highest functions when the objective 
senses are jin abeyance; it is that in- 
telligence which makes itself mani- 
fest in the hypnotic subject when in a 
state of somnambulism; it sees with- 
out the use of the natural organs of 
vision; it can apparently he made to 
leave the body and travel to distant 
Jands and bring back intelligence of- 
ten of the most exact and truthful 
character. It also has the power to 
read the thoughts of others; it can 
read the contents of sealed envelopes 
and closed books, in short it is that 
subjective mind that posesses what is 
popularly designated as clairvoyance 
power, The subjective mind fies a
